feſs'd,ther was never Queen of Nenmark ſo mourn'd for:thiscere« 
. mony being paſs'd, my Lord fell to huſines ; and the firſt thing 
which he propounded, was, that for preventing or further effuſion 
of Chriſtian blood in Germany, and for the facilitating a way to re- 
ſtore peace to all Chriſtendom.His Majeſty of Denmark would joyn 
with his Nephew of great Brittain , to ſenda ſolemn Ambaſlie to 
the Emperour , and the King of Sweden,(the ends of whoſe pro- 
ceedings were doubtfull ) to mediat an accommodation , and rg 
appear for him , who will be found moſt confortnable to reaſon.

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. Thus far have I rambled through rhe vaſt Ottraman-Empire,& 
taken a curſory ſurvey of Mahomers Religion : In my.next I ſhall 
take the beſt view Lcanof Pagans and Tdolaters. with thoſewho 
go'for Atheilts.3 'and-in this particular, this earch maybe ſaid ”» 
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 +eworſe they 'Hellit ſelf, and the Kingdom of the Devill, in re- 
rd\chere are no/ Atheiſts there, for the very damned ſoules 
fnd and feel in the midſt of their tortures that ther is a God by 
his juſtice and puniſhments ; nay, the Prince of darkneſſe him- 
Aelfand all the cacodzmons by an hiftoricall faith believe ther is 
a God, wherunto the Poet alludes very divinely:; .

Punein my three former letters waſhed my hands of the 
43. 1 Mahomitan and the Jew, and attended Chriſtianity up and 
down the earth ; I come now to the Pagan Idglater,or Heathen, 
who (the more tobe lamented) make the greateſt part of man- 
kind-: Europe her ſelf, though the beams of the crols have ſhin'd 
upon her above theſe ſixteen ages, is not free of them : for they 
poſleſle to this day Lappia, Corelia, Biarmia Scrifinmia, and the 
north parts of Finmark,; ther are alſo ſom ſhreds of them to be 
found 1n divers places of Lutuania, and Somogitia which make a 
tergion nine hundred miles in compaſſe. | 
But in Afric their number is incredible; for from Cape blanc the. 
moſt weſterly Point of Afric all ſouthward to the Cape of og

rence of Afric is peepled by Idolaters,though in ſom places inter- 
mixt with Mahometans and Chriſtians,as in the Kingdom of Cong 
and Angola: But if we ſurvey the inland territorifs of Afric be- 
rween the river of Nile, and the weſt ſea of Ethiopia 3 even 
that Countrey from about the north parallel! of ten degrees, ro 
the ſouth parallell of fix degrees, all is held by Idolaters; beſides, 
the Kingdom of Borno, and a great part of Nubia and Lybia,contis 
-nue ſtill in their old Paganiſme; fo that by this account above one 
half of that immence continent of Africtis peepled by Idolaters. 
Fog Aſc a, which 1s far more ſpatious and more populous then 
\ Afric, Pagans, Idolaters, and Gentiles, ſwarm in great numbers: 
for from the River.Pechors Eaſtward to the Ocean, and Eee 
: uth- 
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E : ' warded pe of Cincapura, and from that point returning 
Weſtward by the Souch'coafts ro the out-lets of the River. Indus, 
all that maritine tra&t which'makes a goodideal more then half 
the circumference of Aſia,is inhabited by Tablaters 3 ſo are the in- 
{land parts:Ther are two mighty mountains that traverſe all. Aſ7a, 
Taurus and Ima ; the firſt runs from che Weſt-to Eaſt,the other 
from North to South, and ſo quarter and cut thar huge maſs of 
earth into equal-parts;this fide thoſe mountains-moſt of the pee- 
_ Pleare Mahomet ans, but tother ſide they are all Idolaters : And 
as on the firm continent Paganiſme thus.reigns ſo in many thou- 
fand Iſlands thatlye ſfquazdred in the vaſt Ocean, on the Eaſt 
and South-eaſt of Aſia, Idolatry oreſpreadsall,except.in fom few 
Iſlands that are poſſeſs'd by Spaniards and Arabs. 

ay one take a ſurvey of America (as none hath done-yet 
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exadtly) which is eſtimated to be as big as all the old earth ; 76+ 
Laters ther poſſeſſe four parts of five: *Tis true ſom years after the 
firſt Navigation thicher, they were converted daily in great muſd 
titudes.but afterwardsobſerving the licentious lives of the chriſti- 
ans, their greedfſneſs for gold,and their cruelty, they came notin 
ſo faſt ; which made an Indian anſwer a Spaniſh Fryer -who was 
diſcourfing wich him of the joyes of heaven, and how all Spa- 
maras went thicher after this life. Then ſaid the Pagan, I do not 
defire to go thirher if Spaniards be there, I had rather go to Hell 
tobe free of their Company : America differs from the reſt of the 
earth in this;that ſhe hath neither 7ew nor Mahometan in her,but 
Chriſttans and Gentiles only: Ther are beſides all rhoſe Religions 
and peeple before mentioned, an irtegular confus'd nation in 
Eirope call'd the Morduits; which occupy the middle confines be- 
twixt the Tartars and the Ruſſe, that are mingled in Rites of Re- 
ligion with all thoſe that have been fore-ſpoken 3 for from the 
privy members upward they are Chriſtian, in regard they admit 
of Baptifme,from the navel downward they are Mahometans or 
Fews,for ofjen circumcis'd ;\and heſides they are given to the 


adoration of heatheniſh Idols: In 4a ther are the Card? which 
inhabir the MOuntanous Countrey about Moz al,betwecn Armenta 
and 'Meſ5potamia, and the Dyuci in Syria, who are detni Mahome- 
tans; and Chriſtians. | 

Now concerning Pagans and heatheniſh Idolaters wherof ther 
are innumerable forts-up and down the ſurface of the earth,in my 
opimion thoſe are the excuſableſt kind who adore the ſun &'moon 
with the Hoſt of Heaven & in Jreland, the kerns of the mountains 
with ſom of the Scotch Iſles, uſe a faſhion of adoring the new 
Moon to this very day, praying ſhe would leave them 1n as good 
health as ſhe found them; this is not ſo groſs an Tdolatry as _

- of other Heathens ; for the adoration of thoſe glorious Celeſtiall 
bodies is more excuſable than that of Garlick and Onions with 
the Egyptian, who think with the Sicyman) was the ancienteſt - 
' Tdblater upon earth, which he makes thrice older than we do: 
for Dradorxs Siculus reports that the Fzyptian had a:Religion and 
Kings eighteen thouſand years ſince : yet for matter of Philoſo- 
. Phy and Science, he had ir from the Chaldean, He from the Gym- 
notophiſts and Brachmans of India, which Countrey, as ſhe is the 
next neighbor to the rifing Sun,in reference to this fide of rhe 
Hemiſphear, ſo the beams of learning did firſt enlighten her : 
Egypt was the Nurſe of that famous Hermes Tri(magiſtus, who ha- 
ving no other ſcale but that of natural reaſon, mounted very 
high towards heaven, for he hath many very divine ſayings, 
whereof T think it not impertinent to inſert here a few, firſt he 
faith, that all humane ſins are venial with the Gods, 1mpiety except- 
ed. 2. That goodnes belones to the Gods, piety to.men, revenge and 
wickeadnes to the devils, 3. That the Word is tucens Dei filius, the 
bright Son df God, &5c: ws | 

From Ezypt Theorical knowledg came down the Nile and Ian- 
ded at ſom of the Greek Jlands, wher 'twixt the 33, 34, and the 
35. Century of years after the Creation, ther flouriſked all rhoſe 
renowned Philoſophers that ſway now in our Schools; Plato flew 
higheſt in divine notions, for ſom call him another Moſes ſpeak- 
-  #nz Atheman: In one of his Letters toa friend of his,he writes 
thus, When 7 ſeriouſly ſalate thee, T begin my Letter with one Gad: 
' whenotberwiſe with many, his Scholar Ariſtotle commended him- 
felf at his death to the Being of Beings : and Socrates may be ſaid 
tobe a Martyr for the firſt Perſon of the Trintty:theſe great Secre- 
. taries of Nature by ſtudying the vaſt Volume of the World came 
by main ſtrength of reaſon to the knowledg of one Deity or pri- 
mus motor, and of his attributs, they found by undenyable conſe- 
quences that he was 7nfintte, eternal ubtquitary, omnipotent and not 
capable of a definition; which made the Philoſopher, beirig com- 
- manded by his King to define God, to aſk the reſpite of a day:to 
- meditat theron, then two, then four, at laſt he ingenoufly con-. 
ed, that the more he thought to dive into this myſtery, the:  - 
more he was ingulph'd in the ſpeculatim of it : for the quiddity © 
and eſſence of the incomprehenſible Creator,cannor imprint any 
| formall conception upon the finice intelle&of the Creature. To 
| this T might refer the Altar which Saint Panl found among 
| 5g Greeks, with this Inſcription, 79 ayros 0:9, To the unknown

From the Greek 7les,Philoſophy came to Naly; thence to this 
Weſtern world among the Druides, whereof thoſe of this Iſle 
FT vere 
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'were moſt celebrous,for we read that the Gazls(now the French) 
came to Brittany in greatnumbers to be inſtructed.by them. The 
Romans were miphty great Zelots in therr Id6latry;and theirbeſt 
Authors affirm, that they extended their Monarchy ſo far and 
near. by a particular reference they had of their Gods, (which 
the Spaniard ſeems now to imitate) though thoſe Gods of theirs 
wer made of men, and of good fetlows at firſt; beſides, in the 
courſe of their conqueſt; -they adopted any ſtrange Gods to the 
 locietyof theirs ; and brought them ſolemnly to Rome, and the 
reaſon as one ſaith was, that they believed the more Gods they 
| Had theſafer they were.a few being not ſufficient ro conſerverand 
Protedt ſo grear an Empire The Roman Gentiles had their Altars 
and Sacrifices. their Arch-flamins, and veſtal Nuns; And it ſeems 
the ſame genius reigns ſtill in them for in the Primitive Church, 
that which the Pagans miſliked moſt in Chriſtianity was, that it 
had nor the face and form of a religion, in regard it had no Ob- 
lations, altars, and Tmages, which may be a good reaſon why 
the Sacrifices of the Maſs and other Ceremonies wer firſt inſtitu- 
ted to allure the Gentiles to Chriſtianiry. But to return alittle 
further to our former ſubie& in the: condition that mankind 
{tands now if the Globe of the earth wer divided to thirty parts, 
*is thought that Idolaters (with horror I ſpeak ir) having as I 
ſaid before, the one half ot Aſia and Afric, both for the inland 
Countrey and Maritim Coaſts, with four parts of five in America, 
Inhabir twenty parts of thoſe Regions that are already found 
out uponearth.befides in the opinion of 'the knowingſt and molt 
1nquifitive Mathematicians, ther is rowards the Southern clime as 
much land yet undeſcovered, as may equal in dimenſion the late 
new world.,in regard,as they hold cher muſt be of neceſſity ſuch a 
Portion of earth to ballance the Centre on all ſides.and *tis more 
- than probable, thar the Inhabicants ther muſt be Pagans. Of all 
kind of Idolaters thoſe are the horrideſt, who adore the. devil 
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ing to God-wards. Et] 

+ Now to draw to a Concluſion, touching the reſpeQive largenes 
of Chriſtanity and Mahometiſme upon the earth, I find the Sf to 
exceed, taking the new world with the old, conſidering the ſpa- 
cious Plantations of the Spaniard'in America, the Colonies the 
Engliſh have there in Virgina, New-England, and Charibbi Iſlands; 
with thoſe of the French in Canada,and of the Hollander in'Eaft- 
Inata : nor do I find that ther is any region purely Mohometan 
without intermixtures, as Chriſtianity hath many : which makes 
me to be of a differing opinion to thar Gentleman, who held, 
That Chriſtianity added little to the general Religion of man-kind. 

Now touching the latitude of Chriſtian faith in reference to 
the differing Profeſſors therof, as in my former I ſhew'd that the 
Eaſtern Churches wer more ſpacious then the Latin or Roman 
(excepting the two Indies,) fo they who have fallen off from her 
in the Weſtern parts are not ſo far inferior to her in Exrope as ſom 


would make-one believe ; which will appear, if we caſt them in | 


counterbalance. ; 
Among Roman Catholicks ther is the Emperor, and in him the 


Ring of Hung ary.the three Kings of Spain,France, and Poland; all 


Italy, the Dukes of $:wvoy, Bavaria.,and Lorain, the three ſpiritual 
elettors.with ſom few more.Touching them who have renounc'd 
all obedience to Rome, ther are the three Kings of Gre at Britain, 
Denmark , and Swethlind, the Duke of Saxon, Holſtein, and Wrt- 
temberg : the Marquis of Brandenburgh, and Baden, the Landgrave 
of Heſſz, moſt of the Hanſratic Towns, which are 88. innumber, 
ſom wherof are equal to Republiques, the ( almoſt ) ſeven Pro- 
vinces the Hollander hath. The five Cantons of Swiſs and Geno- 
wa ; They of France who are reputed the fifth part of the King- 
dom; the Prince of Tranſlvanta; They of Hung ary.,and of the large 
Kingdom of Bohem1a, of the Marchi fats of Luſatia, Morauia, and 
the Dukedom of Silefra; As alſo they of the ge Ringdom of Po- 
land,wherin Proteſtants are diffus'd through all quarters in great 
numbers, having in every Province their publick Churches and 
Congregations orderly ſevered and bounded with Dioceſles , 
whence are ſent ſom of the chiefeſt and moſt principle men of 
worth,unto their General Synods : For although ther are divers 
ſorts of theſe Polonton Provilnes, ſom embracing the Waldenſian 
or the Bobemic; others the Auguſtane,and ſom the Helvetian Con- 
feſſion ; yet they all concur in oppoſition to the Roman Church as 
alſo they of the Anzlican, Scotican, Gallic ;Argentine,Saxontch,Wir- 
tinbergick, Palatin, and Belzich Confeſſions : They alſo harmo- 


- niouſly ſymbolize in the principal Articles of Faith, and which 
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mainly.concern eternal ſalvation ; as in the infallible verity and 
full fuſficiency of the Scriptures, divine Eſſence, and unity of the 
Everlaſting God-head , the ſacred Trinity ofthe three glorious 
Perſons, the bleſſed Incarnation of Chriſt, the Omnipotent Pro- 
vidence of God; the abſolute ſupream head of the Church, Chriſt 


- himſelf, juſtification by Faith through his merirs., and touching 


the nature of lively faith; repentance, regeneration, and ſanQifi- 
cation, the difference between the Law and the Goſpel, tonching 
free-will, ſm, and good works, the Sacraments, their number, 
uſe and efficacy, the marks of the Church, the ReſurreRion and 
ſtare of ſouls deceaſed : It'may ſeem a rambling wild ſpeech at 
firſt view, of one who ſaid, That to make one a complete Chriſti- 
an, he muſt have the works of a Papiſt, the words -of a Puritan and 
the Faith,of a Proteſtant,yet this wiſh if well expounded may bear 
a good ſenſe,which were unfitting for me to give,you being better 
able to pur a gloſs upon it your ſelf.

© Ther wasalfo another diale& of the Britzſh language among the 
Pigs; who kept in the North parts in Northumberband, Weſtmer- |} 
Ind, Cumberland, and fom parts beyond Tweed, untill the whole 
Nation ofthe Scot poured upon them with ſuch multitudes that 
they utterly extinguiſh'd, both them and their language. Ther are 
ſom which have been curious in the compariſon of tongues , who 
believe that the Tiſh is but a dialedt of the ancient Britiſh , and 
the learhedeſt of that Nation in a privat diſcourſe I happened 
to have with him', ſeem'd'to incline to this opinion ; but this I

Byzantium got into the out-lets of Danube;and beyond her-alſ6 to 
Taurica, yea, beyond that to the River Phaſis and! thetice com - 
paſſing to Trebizond ſhe took' footing on all the circumference of 
the Euxine Sea : This was her courſe from'Eaſt eo North; whence 
we will return to Candy, ' Cypriss arid: Syrtly,"thenee wg the 
Phare of Meſſina, ſhe 'gor all along the'Matritime coaſts of-the 
Tirrhene Sea to Calabria: ſhe reſted hey ſelf alfoa great'While 
in Apula'; Ther was a po} ous Colony of Greeks alſo in'72r- 
ſeilles in France, and” along the Sea Coafts' of Savoy: In Afic 
likewiſe Cyrene, Alexandria, and Egypt withdivers other,' were 
peepled with Greeks :*and-three cauſes may be alleged why the 
Greek tongue did fo expand her felt; Firſt, ir may.be imputed 
to the ponent of Alexander the Great, andthe Captains he 
left behind him for Succeffors': Then thelove the peeple had to 
the Sciences, ſpeculative learning,and civility wherofthe Greeks 
accounted: themſelves tobe the grand Maſters, accounting all 
other Nations Barbartans beſides themſelves: Thirdly, the na- 
tural inclination and dexterity the Greeks had to commerce, 
wherunto they employed themſelves more than any other Nati- 
oa eept the Phenictan and Armenia, which may bea reaſon 
why in all places moſt commonly they: colonized the Maritime 
parts, for I do not find they. did penetrate'far.into the bowels of 
any Countrey, but lick'd on the Sea ſide in' obyious mercantile 
places,and acceſſible Ports. STR 
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; Now many ages ſince the Greek tongue is not only impaired 
and pitifully degenerated in her purity and eloquence, bur ex- 
tremely decayed in her amplitude and vulgarnes , Forfirſt, ther 
Is no trace at all left her in France or Italy, the Slavonic tongue 
hath aboliſhed herin Eprre and Macedon, the Turkiſh hath out- 
ed her from moſt* parts of Anateliz, and the Arabian hath ex - 
tinguiſhed her in Syr1a, PaleSine, Ezypr, and ſundry other places; 
Now touching her degeneration from her primitive ſuavity and 
elegance, it 15s not altogether ſo much as the diviation and de- 
clenfion of the talian, from the Latine, yet itis ſo far that T 
could ſet foot on no place, nor hear of any people, wher cither 
the Attic, Doric, Eolic or Bucolic, ancient Greek is, vulgarly ſpo- 
ken; only in ſom places near Xeraclea in Anatolia and Pelopo- 
neſus (now called the Morea)they ſpeak of ſom Towns called the 
Lacones which retain yet and vulgarly ſpeak the old Greek, bur 
incongruouſly, yer though they cannot themſelves ſpeak accor- 
ding to rules, they underſtand thoſe that do; Nor is this cot- 
rtiption happened to the Greek language,as it uſeth ro happen to 
others, either by the Law of the Conqueror, or. innndation of 
| ſtrangers, but it is inſenſibly crepr in by their own ſupihe negli- 
gence, and fantaſticknes : ſpecially by that common fatality and 
changes which attend time and all other ſublunary things:nor 
1s this ancient Scientifical Language decayed only but the Natzon 
of the Greeks it ſelf, is as it wer mouldred away ahd brought in 
a manner to the ſame condition, and toas contemptiblea paſie 
as the ſew is: inſomuch that ther cannot he two moxe, pregnant. 
mſtances of the lJubricity and inftablenes 'of man-kind as the de- 
cay of theſe two ancient Narions ; the one the [cle people of 
God, the other the moſt famous that ever was for Arts, Armes, 
Civility and Government ; fo that in ſftatu quo nune hey who 
term'd all the world Barbarzans in compariton of themſelves in 
former times, may be now term'd more than any other Barbarr- 
' ans themſelves, as having quite loſt not only all melination and 
' aſpirings to Knowledge and Vertue , þut likewiſe all courageand 
bravery of mind to recover their ancient freedom and honour, . 
Thus have you my Lord, as much of the Greeb Tongue as I 
could comprehend within the bounds of a letter , a Tongue that 
borh for knowledge, for commerce, and for copiouſnes was the prin-

Now'the Arabic is a tongue of vaſt expanſion, for beſides the 
three Arabia's it is becom the vulpar ſpeech of Syria, Meſopota- 
mia, Paleſtine, and Egypt ; from whence ſhe ſtretcheth her ſ{eIfro 
ſtreight of Gibralter, through all that vaſt tra& of earth, which 
lieth 'twixt the Mountain Atlas and the Mediterranean Sea,which 
1s now cal d Barbary, where Chriſtianity and the Latine tongue 
with divers famous Biſhops once flouriſhed.She is ſpoken likewiſe 
inall the Northern parts of the Turbiſþ Empire, as-alloinperty 
Tartary, and ſhe above all other hath reaſon to learn Arabre, for 
ſhe is in hope one day to have the Creſcent and the whole 0t- 
toman Empire, it being entail'd upon her in caſe the preſent race 
ſhould fail, which is now in more danger than everzin fine, wher- 
ſoever the Mahometan Religion is protes'd, the Arabic 1s either 
ſpoken or taught. | 

My laft view ſhall be of the firft language of the earth, the ar 
cient language of Paradiſe, the langnage wherin God Almighty

the Chaldee, but not having the fight accent of it, and faſhioning 
that new learn'd language to. their own innovation of . points, 
aflixes and conjugations, our of that intermixture of Hebrew 
and Chaldee , reſulted a third language cail'd to. this day the 
Syriac , which alſo after the time of our Saviour began to be 
more aduſterated by admiſſion of Greek, Roman, and Arabic;

here below. 

Nor is this common frailty, or fatality rather, iucident only to 
the groſler ſort of Elementary Cretures,but Mankird,upon whom 
it pleas'd the Almighty to imprint his own Image, and make him 
as it were Lord Paramount of this Lower World, is ſubje& to 

the'ſame lubriciry of Mutation ; Neither is his Body and Bloud on- 
ly liable cherunto, byt the Ideas of his mind, and-interior opera- 


trons of his Soul , Relizign her (elf with the notions of holines, 


and rhe formality of faving faith not excepted, nay, the very fa- 
cnlty of Reafon(as we find it too tru by late experience) is ſubjeat 
to the ſame inſtablenes.
